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MAN'S  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 


(EDITORS:  This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  articles  designed  to  show  the 
relationship  of  the  sciences  to  each  other  and  to  man) 

Chemistry— II 

(By  Dr.  James  Neckers,  chairman  of  the  department  of  chemistry,  Southern 
Illinois  University) 

As  the  Topsy-like  growth  of  the  petroluem  industry  points  up  chemistry's 
achievements  in  applied  or  "practical"  research,  so  an  entirely  different  kind  of 
dedication  by  one  man  illustrates  the  sometimes  dramatic  results  of  theoretical 
study. 

Mentioned  in  few,  if  any,  current  history  books  is  a  "pure"  scientist  named 
Edward  C.  Kendall,  who  is  one  of  the  Napoleons  of  chemistry.  "Playing  around" 
(a  scientist's  favrrite  term  for  his  largely  unpublicized  labors)  back  in  the 
20's,  Kendall  began  to  examine  the  secretions  of  man's  ductless  glands. 
He  had  started  digging  into  the  functions  of  the  thyroid  while  at  Columbia 
University,  and  when  he  moved  to  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  1930  an  unrelenting 
curiosity  led  him  to  continue  on  the  adrenal  glands. 

It  wasn't  all  play,  because  Kendall  knew  that  Addison's  disease,  a  relatively 
rare  affliction  which  causes  anemia,  low  blood  pressure,  asthenia  and,  usually, 
death,  is  characterized  by  a  failure  of  these  glands  tp  produce  their  life-giving 
secretions.  Breaking  down  the  glandular  juices  to  get  the  compound  important 
in  Addison's  disease  would,  of  course,  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  medicine. 
But  Kendall's  chief  goal  was  to  find  out  what  the  secretions  were  made  of. 

By  1936,  Kendall  had  isolated  eight  compounds  from  the  secretion  of  the 

suprarenal  cortex.  He  lettered  them  "A"  through  "H"  and  spent  the  next  two  years 

analyzing  the  chemical  structure  of  each.  From  1938  through  1940  he  began  testing 
them  clinically.  Result:  He  found  that  it  required  150  tons  of  adrenal  glands 
(from  slaughtered  stockyard  animals)  to  get  two  ounces  of  compound  ,;A"„   It  would 
take  years  of  collecting  stockyard  adrenal  glands  just  to  get  a  thousand  doses  for 
treatment.  (MORE) 


Man's  phiz-2 

A  Merck  Chemical  Company  chemist  became  interested  in  the  study  and  in  four 
years  developed  a  way  to  synthesize  the  "A"  compound  in  a  laboratory.  But  clinical 
tests  showed  that  it  didn't  work  on  Addison's  disease. 

Merck  shifted  to  the  "E"  compound  and  after  spending  half  a  million  dollars 
perfected  a  21-step  process  for  making  a  synthetic  that  would  cure  Addison's 
disease — 17  years  after  Kendall  began  "playing  around." 

But  Kendall's  work  wasn't  finished.  His  studies  of  rE"  had  shown  that  its 

highly  complex  structure  was  almost  an  organic  dead-ringer  for  the  unworkable 

"A"  compound.  The  only  differences  was  the  addition  of  a  group  of  oxygen-hydrogen 

molecules  on  a  ring  of  carbon. 

Further  research  revealed  an  astonishing  similarity  between  the  molecular 

structure  of  "E"  and  that  of  pregnene,  a  body  hormone  produced  by  expectant 

mothers.  Reaching  far  out  into  left  field,  Kendall  started  working  on  another 

hunch  based  on  the  well-known  fact  that  pregnant  women  rarely  have  arthritis0 

The  result  in  1949  was  a  breakthrough,  the  history  of  which  could  be  traced 
on  hundreds  of  formula-littered  notepads  and  thousands  of  tedious  hours  at  the 
lab  table.  "E"  became  the  father  of  cortisone — which  name  comes  from  the  cortex 
of  the  adrenal  gland,  where  Kendall  20  years  before  began  searching  for  something 
he  wasn't  sure  of  himself. 

For  finding  cortisone,  man's  new  weapon  against  arthritis,  Kendall  received 
the  Nobel  Prize  in  1950. 

History  is  dotted  with  Kendalls  whose  names  might  puzzle  the  brightest 
schoolboy  but  whose  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  man  far  outweigh  those  of  his 
mightiest  military  heroes  or  most  powerful  financiers.  The  science  of  chemistry 
has  contributed  many  of  them  and  produced  the  know-how  for  many  more. 

Less  than  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  total  working  force  in  the  U.S. 

today  is  represented  by  research  chemists  and  engineers.  Within  their  ranks  are 

the  Kendalls,  Fasteurs  and  Farradays  of  tomorrows  and  with  them  lies  man's  hope 

for  the  future.

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Carbondale,  Illinois  —  An  alternate  program  to  President  Eisenhower's 
federal  plan  for  expanding  scientific  education  was  proposed  Tuesday  night 
(April  15)  by  Lloyd  Morey,  visiting  professor  of  business  at  Southern  Illinois 
University. 

Morey,  a  former  president  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  emphasized  the  need 
for  broad,  liberal  education  rather  than  narrow  scientific  or  technical  trainings 
His  address  was  the  second  of  five  lectures  sponsored  by  the  S-I-U  School  of 
Business. 

The  plan  advocated  by  Morey  calls  for  re-adjusting  high  school  programs, 
establishing  branches  of  exisiting  universities  at  more  locations,  and  encouraging 
states  and  individuals  to  provide  more  scholarships. 

Morey  also  favors  consolidating  college  courses  and  expanding  the  amount  of 
time  students  spend  in  liberal  arts.   In  addition,  he  recommends  that  states  and 
communities  retain  the  initiative  for  education.  He  asked  that  federal  aid  to 
education  be  restricted  and  that  the  federal  government  make  suggestions  rather 
than  dictate  teaching  standards. 

Morey  said  his  program  would  accomplish  the  objectives  of  Eisenhower's  plan 
in  a  more  comprehensive  manner  and  with  better  results  for  education.

Adeline  M,  Hoffman,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Clothing  and  Textiles,  who 
will  conduct  the  course. 

In  addition,  visits  will  be  made  to  a  rug  mill,  a  lace  mill,  a  commercial 
pattern  factory,  a  leather  tannery,  and  the  custom  <vorkrooms  of  the  high  fashion 
trade. 

In  New  York,  side  trips  will  be  made  to  the  United  Nations,  museums  and  art 
galleries,  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  other  points  of  interest.

Illinois  University,  says  there  will  be  at  least  nine  million  students  in 
colleges  and  universities  by  197S. 

Horn  believes  that  nearly  500  new  colleges  will  be  established  by  that 
time... and  that  two  years  of  college  will  become  about  as  universal  as  a  high 
school  education  today. 

Dr.  Horn  is  serving  on  the  S-I-U  faculty  until  June,  when  he  will 
become  president  of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island.

Dairy  judging  teams  vi  11  meet 
at  the  SIU  Dairy  Center  one  mile  west  of  the  campus,  and  livestock 
judging  t^ams  will  gather  at  the  Beef  Cattle  Center  nearly  two  miles 
vest  of  the  campus. 

The  Animal  Science  Club  of  the  SIU  School  of  Agriculture  will  assist 
with  local  arrangements  for  the  contest. 
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CARBONDALE,  ILL.,  April  —  At  least  nine  million  students  will  be  attend- 
ing American  colleges  and  universities  within  20  years,  tripling  the  present 
enrollment,  predicts  a  leading  authority  on  higher  education  at  Southern 
Illinois  University. 

"New  facilities,  more  effective  utilization  of  existing  facilities,  and 
improved  teaching  methods"  will  absorb  this  tremendous  surge  of  students, 
says  Dr.  Francis  H.  Horn,  SIU  visiting  distinguished  professor  of  higher 
education. 

Dr.  Horn,  who  will  leave  Southern  in  June  to  become  president  of  the 
University  of  Rhode  Island,  also  estimates  that  by  1978  nearly  500  new  colleges 
will  have  been  established  throughout  the  nation. 

The  educator  takes  issue  with  those  who  would  solve  the  problem  of  in- 
creasing college  enrollments  by  educating  only  the  intellectually  superior. 

"College  opportunities  cannot  be  confined  to  the  top  quarter  of  our 
population,"  he  contends.  "The  modern  world  requires  a  general  upgrading  of 
our  educational  system.  Two  years  of  college  should  become  about  as  universal 
as  a  high  school  education  today." 

Dr.  Horn  believes  that  eventually  most  state  universities  and  some  large 
urban  universities  will  give  up  their  lower  divisions,  utilizing  their 
facilities  for  upper  division  and  graduate  students. 

"I  see  only  the  traditional  residential  liberal  arts  college  continuing 
unchanged  the  present  four-year  pattern,"  he  says.  Dr.  Horn  called  the 
major  problem  facing  higher  education  "finding  educators  and  lay  leaders  who 
really  understand  today's  vrorld  and  the  new  world  that  is  in  the  making". 

A  former  president  of  Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn,  Dr.  Horn  also  has  been 

executive  secretary  of  the  Association  for  Higher  Education  and  dean  of 

McCoy  College,  the  evening  division  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University.  He 
joined  the  SIU  faculty  last  September.

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Carbondale,  Illinois  —  A  Southern  Illinois  University  student  has  found 
what  may  be  the  answer  to  an  old  problem:  How  to  remove  unwanted  species  of 
fish  from  a  body  of  water. 

The  answer  supplied  by  zoology  student  Walter  Bridges  of  DeSoto  is  sodium 
cyanide  —  in  the  same  deadly  pellets  used  in  the  gas  chamber.  Results  of  tests 
Bridges  has  been  conducting  are  reported  in  a  special  bulletin  just  published 
by  the  Departure nt  of  the  Interior, 

Bridges  puts  the  poison  pellets  in  a  burlap  bag  and  drags  them  behind  a 
motor  boat.  Within  a  few  minutes,  fish  begin  popping  to  the  surface.  Desirable 
fish  can  be  gathered  up  quickly  and  transferred  to  non-toxic  water,  whore  they 
quickly  recover  from  all  effects  of  the  poison0 

The  nice  thing  about  it  is  that  the  small  dosage  of  cyanide  necessary  pro- 
duces little  danger  to  domestic  animals  or  humans  ...and  desirable  fish  can  be 
returned  to  the  poisoned  water  after  three  or  four  days  without  further  harm. 

Another  advantage  of  this  new  method  is  the  cost.  Sixty-eight  cents 
worth  of  cyanide  will  enable  fish  management  people  to  remove  unwanted  fish 
from  a  whole  acre  of  water,

City,  Mexico,  will  be  the  summer  classroom  for  12  students  who  have  enrolled  in  the 
Southern  Illinois  University  Museum's  fourth  biennial  anthropological  field  session 
in  Mexico. 

SIU  Museum  Instructor  Howard  Winters,  who  will  supervise  the  field  work,  says 
the  group  expects  to  complete  excavation  at  the  Schroeder  site  12  miles  from 
Durango  City  and  start  work  on  two  other  archaeological  sites  during  the  summer 
session.  Two  former  field  sessions  have  been  held  at  the  Schroeder  site,  whore 
much  pottery  and  other  artifacts  of  the  ancient  Chalchihuites  culture  have  been 
recovered. 

Students  will  arrive  at  Durango  June  30  and  work  until  August  8,  earning  six 
quarter  hours  of  graduate  or  undergraduate  college  credit  for  the  course.  Dr.  J. 
Charles  Kelley,  SIU  Museum  director  on  leave  for  research  and  study  in  Mexico,  will 
head  the  field  session. 

Two  other  students  accompanying  the  group  will  work  with  Dr.  Carroll  Riley, 
SIU  assistant  professor,  on  an  ethnological  study  of  contemporary  Tephuan  Indian 
culture  in  the  mountainous  area  west  of  Durango.  They  will  observe  material 
culture,  social  system,  religion,  and  folklore  of  the  inhabitants.

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CARBONDALE,  111.,  May  — A  top  experimental  physicist  at  the  Los  Alamos 
Scientific  Laboratory  will  lecture  to  students,  faculty  physicists  and  the  public 
during  a  two-day  visit  to  Southern  Illinois  University  May  26  end  27. 

Dr.  Richard  Taschek's  engagement  will  be  sponsored  by  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Physics  Teachers  and  the  American  Institute  of  Physics  as  part  of  a 
broad  national  nationwide  program  to  stimulate  interest  in  physics.  While  at 
SIU  he  will  present  a  public  lecture,  "The  Place  of  Science  in  Today's  Culture,"

Taschek,  a  group  leader  and  alternate  division  leader  in  the  Los  Alamos 
experimental  physics  section,  formerly  worked  on  the  isotron  project  of  the 
National  Defense  Research  Committee  at  Princeton  University.  He  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  AEC's  Nuclear  Cross  Sections  advisory  group.  He  holds  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  the  University  of  Florida. 

Taschek  will  assist  SIU  faculty  members  with  curriculum  and  research  problems

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CARBCNDALE,  ILL.,  May  --Opening  of  new  electrical,  strength-of-materials, 
and  mechanics  laboratories  at  Southern  Illinois  University  wil)  make  possible 
additional  courses  in  the  present  applied  science  program,  according  to  Dr.  Ralph 
0.  Gallington,  acting  head  of  Applied  Science  and  chairman  of  the  SIU  Industrial 
Education  Department. 

The  supplemented  program  will  provide  as  much  as  four  years  of  work  in 

general  applied  science.   In  addition  to  meeting  present  general  requirements  of 

the  University,  the  program  will  provide  courses  in  dynamics,  metallurgy, 

electricity  and  electronics,  surveying,  strength  of  materials,  mechanics  of 

various  kinds,  structural  design,  engineering  drawing,  design  of  machine  elements, 

and  other  technical  courses. 

To  benefit  pre-engineering  students  and  others  interested  in  these  fields  of 
study,  Gallington  also  announced  an  expanded  prograw  in  applied*  science  for  the 

University's  summer  term^  beginning  June  17,  Included  will  he  two.  courses  in  ( 

engineering  drawing,  two  in  surveying,  two  in  analytical  mechanics  (dynamics), 

anc  one  in  analytical  mechanics  (statics). 

Spring  term  SIU  students  in  applied  science  now  are  using  a  new  electrical 
laboratory  equipped  for  many  types  of  testing  procedures  with  direct  and 
alternating  current,  and  with  low-voltage  direct  current  from  storage  batteries. 
Major  laboratory  equipment  includes  a  central  switchboard  with  panels  for  supply 
and  distribution  of  current,  four  motor-generator  stations,  two  dynamometer 
stations,  eight  stations  for  bench  tests  with  alternating  and  direct  current,  and 
a  number  of  portable  units. 

In  use  also  is  a  new  strength-of-materials  laboratory  with  its  major  equip- 
ment item,  a  300,000-pounds  capacity  hydraulic  universal  testing  machine  for 
finding  compression  and  tension  qualities  of  materials.  Also  installed  are 
machines  for  testing  the  impact,  hardness,  and  torsion  qualities  of  materials. 

In  the  process  of  being  equipped  is  a  mechanics  laboratory  which  the 
University  hopes  to  have  ready  for  use  by  the  opening  of  the  1958  fall  term. 
(Chrysler  Motor  Corporation  and  General  Motors  each  has  contributed  an  automobile 
engine  for  this  laboratoryc) 
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Carbondale,  Illinois— A  spit-and-polish  Air  Force  colonel  has  been 
named  by  students  the  most  popular  faculty  member  at  Southern  Illinois  University. 

Colonel  Alexander  McMillan  —  commanding  officer  of  Southern's  Air  Force 
R-O-T-C  detachment  won  the  popularity  contest  over  four  other  finalists,  including 
a  botanist  and  a  political  scientist. 

The  colonel  is  a  West  Pointer,  responsible  for  the  military  training  of 
14-hundred  R-O-T-C  cadets  at  Southern.

Sponsored  by  the  SIU  departments  of  economics  and  secondary  education,  the 
course  will  be  conducted  Monday  through  Friday  from  July  28  through  Aug.  8.

During  the  morning  sessions,  SIU  economists  will  lecture  on  such  topics  as 
national  income,  economic  growth,  savings,  taxation,  and  government  expenditures 
The  roles  played  by  business,  labor,  agriculture  and  the  consumer  in  the  nation' 
economy  also  will  be  explained. 

In  the  afternoons,  Glenn  Ogle,  teacher  of  economics  and  American  problems 
at  Webster  Groves,  Mo.,  High  School,  will  show  how  the  lecture  material  can  be 
used  in  teaching  elementary  and  high  school  pupils. 

Guest  lecturers  will  include  Edgar  Peske,  assistant  vice-president  of  the 
Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and  Dr.  Ernst  Dauer,  economist  for  the 
Household  Finance  Corporation.  Both  are  from  Chicago. 

Applications  are  now  being  accepted  by  Dr.  Brunhild  for  20  tuition  awards 
for  the  workshop.  Southern  Illinois  business,  agricultural,  and  labor  organi- 
zations are  providing  the  stipends. 
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Carbondale,  Ilinois— Students  planning  to  teach  vocational  agriculture 
may  now  receive  all  four  years  of  their  training  at  Southern  Illinois  University. 

Certification  of  S-I-U1 s  School  of  Agriculture  for  the  program  has  been 
granted  by  the  U-S  Office  of  Education  in  Washington.

Dr.  W toman,  a  visiting  professor  of  philosophy  at  SIU,  is  considered  one  of 
the  nation's  leading  theologians.  He  is  an  emeritus  professor  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  Divinity  School,  where  he  taught  philosophy  of  religion  for  20  years. 
He  holds  three  doctorate  degrees,  has  written  a  number  of  books  on  religion  and 
philosophy,  and  also  has  taught  at  Occidental  College,  Grinnell  College,  the 
University  of  Houston,  and  the  University  of  Oregon, 

In  this  latest  book  Dr.  Wieman  deals  with  matters  crucial  to  interpreting 
religious  faith  and  living.  His  original  treatment  gives  the  book  an  "unusual 
position  in  contemporary  religious  thought,"  In  it  he  proposes  and  develops  his 
concept  of  "creative  interchange,"  which  he  says  is  the  necessary  attribute  that 
man  nust  possess  if  he  is  to  te  sr.vod  from  evil  and  to  be  led  to  the  best  that 
human  life  can  attain. 

Such  interchange,  says  Wieman,  creates  a  common  understanding  through  which 
a  person  can  express  his  individuality  and  in  so  doing  find  himself  sustained 
and  enriched  by  like  expression  of  others. 

By  probing  into  such  current  problems  as  the  intention  of  atomic  scientists, 
over-population,  the  East-West  conflict,  and  other  perils  of  society,  he  says, 
we  come  to  understand  the  urgent  necessity  for  deciding  on  our  ultimate  commitment 
as  individuals  and  as  merr'ers  of  social  institutions. 

The  book  is  written  in  opposition  to  contemporaries  who  deny  that  any 
universal  standard  can  be  found  for  judging  the  best  way  of  life  for  man,

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Carbondale,  111.,  May  —  Next  month,  for  the  first  time,  Southern  Illinois 
University  will  confer  an  honorary  degree  on  an  industrialist.  He  is  a  man  whose 
name  is  symbolic  of  the  kind  of  industry  Southern  Illinois,  and  scores  of  other 
areas,  are  trying  desperately  to  woo  and  van. 

The  degree  candidate  is  Spencer  T.  Olin,  a  director  of  Olin  Mathieson 
Chemical  Corporation  and  son  of  the  man  who  developed  an  industrial  empire 
from  a  small  powder  mill  at  East  Alton. 

Around  the  original  mill  there  are  now  a  complex  of  plants  manufacturing 
ammunition,  explosives,  brass  and  non-ferrous  alloys,  traps,  clay  targets 
and  other  products. 

Spencer  Olin  and  his  brother,  John,  worked  side  by  side  with  their  father 
as  he  diversified  his  business  interests  from  coal  mine  blasting  powder  to 
cartridges,  bullets  and,  finally,  rifles.  Olin  Industries  also  got  into 
batteries  and  natural  gas,  fine  papers  and  packaging.  Since  its  merger  with 
the  Mathieson  Chemical  Corporation  in  1954*  the  company  has  grown  to  giant 
proportions  in  many  new  fields,  Inclv  ' v.ij  aluminum, pharmaceuticals  and  rocket 
fuels. 

All  the  diversity  Southern  Illinois  towns  and  cities  are  seeking  in  their 
industrial  development  efforts  is  represented  within  the  corporate  structure 
of  this  one  company.  Olin  Mathieson  makes  everything  from  anesthetic  ether 
to  anti-freeze,  from  cellophane  and  chemicals  to  sporting  arms  and  ammunition. 

The  corporation  now  has  more  than  44,000  employees  in  over  70  plants  and 
200  offices  throughout  the  world.  Sales  last  year  amounted  to  nearly  $600  million. 

Said  Southern  Illinois  University  President  D.  W.  Morris,  after  a  faculty 
committee  nominated  Spencer  Olin  to  receive  an  honorary  degree  June  15 :

"It  is  very  appropriate  that  the  University  should  pay  tribute  to  an  out- 
standing industrialist  like  Mr.  Olin.  The  Olin  family  has  made  tremendous 
contributions  to  the  economic  life  of  this  region,  and  we  feel  confident  that 
the  ever-growing  Olin  Mathieson  Chemical  Corporation  will  have  a  very  prominent 
role  in  the  industrial  future  of  Southern  Illinois." 

SIU's  Residence  Center  at  what  was  formerly  Shurtleff  College  is  near  the 
company .^s  East  Alton  plants,  and  Olin  Mathieson  recently  opened  several  new 
facilities  within  a  short  drive  of  the  SIU  Carbondale  campus.  At  a  former  Army 
Ordnance  Depot  between  Marion  and  Herrin,  the  company  now  has  a  plant  manufactur- 
ing explosives  for  the  mining,  construction  and  petroleum  industries,  nitric 
acid  and  nitrate  fertilizer.  There  is  also  a  laboratory  for  research  in  solid 
propellant  fuels  used  in  rockets  and  missiles.  A  fe\7  miles  away  is  a  proving 
ground  for  rocket  propellants  developed  at  the  research  center. 

Born  at  Alton,  57  year-old  Spencer  Olin  was  an  officer  and  active  in  the 
management  of  the  Olin  company's  plants  in  various  executive  capacities  at 
East  Alton  from  1921  to  1954.  During  World  War  II,  the  brass  mill  there  produced 
more  cartridge  metal  than  any  other  mill  in  the  nation,  and  the  company  staffed 
and  operated  the  $300  million  government  installation  in  St,  Louis  commonly 
known  as  the  Small  Arms  Plant. 

When  Olin  properties,  including  the  Winchester  Repeating  Arms  Co.,  were 
consolidated,  and  the  company  was  renamed  Olin  Industries,  Inc.,  Spencer  Olin 
was  made  first  vice  president.  Following  the  merger  with  Mathieson,  he  became 
a  director  and  member  of  the  executive  board.  His  brother,  John,  was  the  first 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  and  is  now  chairman  of  the  Financial  and 
Operating  Policy  Committee. 

Spencer  Olin  is  also  a  director  of  three  banks,  Owens-Illinois  Glass  Co., 

Laclede  Steel  Co.,  Illinois  Bell  Telephone,  and  the  East  Alton  Public  Service 

Co.  An  avid  hunter,  he  is  planning  a  big-game  expedition  to  Africa  following  the 

SIU  commencement.

Dr.  Jay  Bended  --  director  of  a  new  Physical  Fitness  Laboratory  at  Southern- 
says  boys  and  girls  —  as  well  as  adults  --  need  exercises  tailor-made  to  benefit 
the  muscles  they  don't  ordinarily  use. 

Even  some  of  the  most  active  young  people  neglect  certain  muscles.  Bender 
says. ..and  this  eventually  leads  to  stooped  shoulders  and  other  postural  defects. 
Failure  to  use  the  muscles  often  enough  causes  them  to  atrophy,  according  to 
Bender  and  this  brings  on  the  aches  and  pains  so  common  in  adults  over  30. 

Bender  also  points  ont  that  sports  and  rugged  exercises  are  not  necessary 
to  keep  the  body  fit.  To  exercise  muscles  means  merely  to  use  them.  At  the 
present  time,  Bender  is  heading  a  program  to  show  beys  in  the  University  School  at 
Carbondale  how  to  use  muscles  properly  in  their  daily  routine.

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Cobden,  111.,  June  —  Tiny  Cobden  is  going  to  try  to  build  a  $25,000 
medical  center  as  a  means  of  persuading  another  doctor  to  start  a  practice  here. 

The  only  doctor  this  community  of  1,100  has  now  is  78  years  old.  A  second 
local  physician  died  last  year. 

A  recent  survey  by  the  Sears-Roebuck  Foundation  showed  that  28  people  from 
Cobden  require  medical  attention  each  day,  and  they  travel  an  average  of  26  miles 
to  see  a  doctor.  The  survey  indicated  that  a  new  doctor  in  town  would  have  more 
than  8,000  office  visits  by  patients  a  year. 

The  Community  Development  Council  called  in  Norman  H.  Davis,  Chicago, 
director  of  the  medical  assistance  section  of  the  Sears  Foundation,  to  explain  at 
a  town  meeting  last  week  how  Cobden  could  participate  in  a  Foundation  program  for 
attracting  physicians  to  small  tc-ns. 

Davis  recommended  that  Cobden  build  a  medical  center  by  public  subscription, 
The  Foundation  will  supply  the  blueprints  without  charge  and  will  work  through  the 
American  Medical  Association  to  obtain  at  least  one  doctor.  The  doctor  could  sign 
a  lease-purchase  agreement  with  the  community  on  the  building. 

Three-hundred  townspeople  attending  the  meeting  to  hear  Davis  voted  to  seek 
$25,000  for  a  building  plan  which  would  accommodate  two  doctors,  or  a  doctor  and 
a  dentist.  The  center  would  have  built-in  furniture,  cabinets  and  file  cases  so  a 
new  doctor  would  have  to  bring  in  only  his  own  equipment. 

The  town's  search  for  a  doctor  grew  out  of  recommendations  made  in  a 
community  development  program  Cobden  has  been  conducting  with  the  aid  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  for  three  years.  The  Sears  Foundation  medical  assistance 
program,  started  last  February,  is  currently  being  offered  in  25  towns  across  the 
country.

Dilliard,  who  has  been  with  the  Post-Dispatch  since  1929,  supervised 
publication  of  German  newspapers  following  Vorld  War  II.., and  was  military 
governor  of  Bavaria,  Spencer  Olin  worked  closely  with  his  father  in  building 
a  small  powder  mill  at  East  Alton  into  a  huge  industrial  empire  —  manufacturing 
everything  from  rifles  and  ammunition  to  aluminum  and  cellophane.

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CARBONDALE,  ILL.,  JUNE  —  More  persons  than  ever  are  expected  to  participate 
|  in  Southern  Illinois  University's  outdoor  education  program  this  summer,  according 
to  Dr.  William  H.  Freeberg,  chairman  of  the  SIU  Recreation  and  Outdoor  Education 
Department . 

To  meet  the  surge  of  campers,  University  workmen  are  speeding  up  construction 
of  a  new  area  for  handicapped  children  at  the  SIU  Camp  at  Little  Grassy  Lake. 
Located  across  a  small  bay  south  of  the  normal  children's  camp,  the  development 
will  include  a  therapy  center,  a  split-level  dining  hall  and  two  group  living 
units.  If  the  buildings  are  not  completed  in  time,  facilities  at  nearby  Giant 
City  State  Park  will  be  utilized. 

The  six-week  camping  season  for  normal  and  handicapped  children  will  open 
June  29  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Loren  Taylor,  outdoor  education  specialist. 
Robert  Franz,  assistant  football  coach,  will  direct  recreational  activities. 

One-week  sessions  for  normal  boys  and  girls  9  to  14-  years  old  will  feature 
tent  camping,  including  replicas  of  Indian  topees.  Meals  will  be  served  in 
the  large  dining  hall  built  of  native  stone. 

For  recreation,  children  will  swim,  ride  horses,  fish,  go  boating,  and 
practice  archery  and  handicrafts.  Camp  fee  is  $17.50  for  each  five-day  period, 
according  to  William  O'Brien,  program  director. 

Four  separate  programs  will  be  conducted  for  handicapped  children  under  the 
direction  of  Don  Raines,  coach  at  Carbondale  Community  High  School.  Attending 
for  two-week  sessions,  crippled  children  and — for  the  first  time  this  year — 
blind  youngsters  will  participate  in  a  wide  range  of  activities  geared  to  their 
limitations.  Sponsored  jointly  by  SIU  and  the  Southern  Illinois  Association  for 
the  Crippled,  Inc.  (Easter  Seal  agency),  the  camp  accepts  any  physically 
handicapped  child  with  the  exception  of  extreme  epileptic  and  cardiac  cases.

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Another  program,  which  includes  therapy,  is  available  for  children  with 
speech  and  hearing  handicaps.  Southern  vail  assist  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Services  for  Crippled  Children  in  conducting  the  six-week  camp. 

For  mentally  retarded  children,  four  weeks  of  day  camping  in  two-week 
sessions  will  begin  June  30.  Each  session  is  limited  to  15  campers.  The 
; fourth  program  is  a  six-week  resident  camp  for  mentally  retarded  children, 
! also  in  two-week  sessions.  No  more  than  10  boys  and  10  girls  will  be  accepted 
for  each  session. 

The  mentally  retarded  programs  are  sponsored  by  the  Egyptian  Association 
for  Mentally  Retarded  Children  in  cooperation  with  SIU. 

Several  school  groups  and  the  state  Girls  Athletic  Association  already 
have  participated  in  camping  programs  at  the  SIU  Camp  this  spring.  A  Playground 
Leadership  Training  Institute  is  scheduled  for  June  11-14,  a  YMCA  Indian  Guide 
"Pow  Y/ow"  June  14-15,  and  a  week's  camp  for  underprivileged  children  Aug.  8-13. 

In  conjunction  with  recreational  activities,  13  SIU  departments  have 
scheduled  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  at  the  camp  during  the  Summer 
Session,  Dr.  Freeberg  said.  Among  the  courses  are  field  biology,  field  geology, 
first  aid,  beginning  photography,  recreational  music,  water  safety,  child 
psychology,  and  speech  correction. 

The  season  will  close  with  a  new  program  —  four  weeks  of  family  camping, 
Aug.  17  through  Sept.  13,  sponsored  by  the  Alumni  Association,  Y/eekly  rates 
are  r,27.50  for  adults  and  $22.50  for  children. 

A  two-week  pre-camp  counselors  training  course  for  SIU  students  who  will 
help  conduct  the  camping  programs  will  begin  June  16.  Students  will  receive 
college  credit  for  camp  counseling.

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CARBONDALE,  ILL.,  June  —  Timber  management  and  utilization  research  at 
Southern  Illinois  University  and  in  the  downstate  area  will  benefit  from  a  $42,500 
budget  increase  announced  Thursday  (June  12)  by  Sen,  Everett  M.  Dirksen. 

Dirksen  informed  SIU's  Division  of  Area  Services  that  the  boost  would 
come  from  an  increased  allocation  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
resulting  from  his  efforts  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee. 

The  money  would  be  used  by  the  Carbondale  Forest  Research  Center,  a 
cooperative  agency  at  SIU  and  the  U.S.  Forest  Sorvice.  A  Research  Center 
official  said  he  had  not  received  an  official  breakdown  on  the  increase,  but 
that  a  major  share  of  it  probably  would  be  used  to  expand  operations  of  the  V/ood 
Products  Pilot  Plant  at  the  SIU  Vocational-Technical  Institute. 

A  $250,000  installation  operated  jointly  by  SIU  and  the  Forest  Service, 
the  plant  has  been  investigating  new  uses — primarily  in  farm  structures — for 
Southern  Illinois  hardwoods. 

The  Carbondale  center  also  operates  a  timber  management  research  program 
at  the  Kaskaskia  Experimental  Forest  in  Hardin  County. 
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CARBONDALE,  111.,  June  15  —  Governor  William  G.  Stratton  tonight  (Sunday) 
told  Southern  Illinois  University's  largest  graduating  class  that  if  U.S. 
political  parties  have  a  major  failing,  "it  is  the  attempt  by  some  within  those 
parties  to  make  them  parties  of  segments,  with  the  'not  welcome'  sign  displayed 
for  persons  with  other  interests."

and  to  consider  all  shades  of  opinion  in  setting  its  own  course." 

Shortly  after  delivering  the  address,  the  governor  was  awarded  the  honorary 

Doctor  of  Laws  degree  by  SIU  President  Delyte  W.  Morris.  During  the  same  ceremony

honorary  doctorates  were  conferred  on  Spencer  T.  Olin  (Doctor  of  Science)/  Alton, 

industrialist,  and  Irving  Dilliard  (Doctor  of  Humane  Letters)  of  the  St.  Louis

Earlier  today  (Sunday),  Stratton  spoke  at  cornerstone  laying  ceremonies  for 
Southern's  new  home  economics  building,  with  members  of  the  SIU  Board  of  Trustees, 
area  legislators,  and  home  economics  and  vocational  officials  in  attendance. 

Other  speakers  were:  Dr.  Robert  Johns,  Chicago,  director  of  the  Illinois 
Commission  of  Higher  Education;  Mrs.  William  Sauer,  Murphysboro,  representing 
the  Illinois  Agricultural  Association;  Judge  Vera  M.  Binks,  director  of  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Registration  and  Education;  Miss  Lucy  K.  Woody,  C?rbondale, 
SIU  emerita  professor  of  home  economics;  John  Page  Wham,  chairman  of  the  SIU 
Board  of  Trustees;  and  President  Morris.

In  an  address  stressing  the  theme  of  tolerance,  Governor  Stratton  asked 
graduates  to  carry  their  greatest  college-earned  asset— "open  mindedness" — into 
the  world,  "Spurn  the  opportunity  to  set  one  group  against  another.  Thrust 
aside  the  temptation  to  set  yourself  in  a  group  apart  in  this  delicately 
balanced  economic  and  social  system  which  has  made  our  nation  great,"  Stratton 
said* 

Not  being  pro-anything  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  things,  the  governor 
added,  "is  advice  as  good  within  your  chosen  political  party  as  it  is  within 
society  in  general,"  Quoting  Statesman  Edmund  Burke,  he  said:  "All  government 
--indeed,  every  human  benefit  and  enjoyment,  every  virtue  and  every  prudent  act- 
is  founded  on  compromise  and  barter." 

Gov,  Stratton  praised  present-day  U.S.  government  at  all  levels  for  facing 
its  responsibilities  in  step  with  the  political  ideals  of  Burke. 

"There  is  no  forgotten  man,  no  second-class  citizen.  Bias  and  prejudice  have 
no  place  in  our  framework  of  conduct  and  I  firmly  believe  they  are  on  the  way  out 
at  all  levels  of  government,  in  all  parts  of  the  nation,"  he  said, 

"It  is  the  responsibility  of  government  and  of  those  who  conduct  the  affairs 
of  our  great  political  parties,  to  continue  this  concept  of  government  for  the 
people— all  the  people, 

"Today,  with  a  gigantic  struggle  in  our  world  between  the  forces  of  freedom 
and  slavery,  that  responsibility  here  at  home  becomes  increasingly  important," 
the  governor  concluded, 
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Carbondale,  Illinois— Thirty  Southern  Illinois  teachers  enrolled  in  a

The  workshop— meeting  four  days  a  week  at  Southern  Illinois  University  until

Dr.  Edward  Shea  —  Chairman  of  S-I-U's  department  of  physical  education  for 
men  —  says  most  youngsters  today,  even  many  athletes,  donH  know  how  to  use 
their  muscles  properly.  They  do  themselves  more  harm  than  good  in  such  everyday 
activities  as  walking  or  lifting. 

The  object  of  the  workshop  is  to  show  teachers  how  they  can  correct  these 
failings  in  their  students  before  they  become  lifelong  habitst 

The  end  of  the  workshop  will  tie  in  with  a  two-day  conference  featuring 
Dr.  Shane  McCarthy,  executive  director  of  President  Eisenhower's  Council  on 
Youth  Fitness.  The  conference  will  bo  air.od  at  helping  community  leaders  and 
school  teachers  start  fitness  programs  en  tha  local  level.
